A group of western states, on 
paper at least, have made much clearer 
progress than New England; and a dozen 
southern states legislated and put into 
Operation six years ago a regional control 
board. 

In a speech delivered in May, 1951, be- 
fore the New England Conference on 
Graduate Education, Dr. Arthur A. Hauk, 
president of the University of Maine, re 
viewed the situation as it then stood in 
New England. Dr. Hauk pointed out that 
three years before, the presidents of the 
New England state universities had rec 
ommended that their boards of trustees 
“adopt a policy of cooperation in such 
fields as may lead to elimination of dupli- 
cation of effort, exchange of research in- 
formation, and the exchange of students 
and staff personnel.” 

Dr. Hauk then went on to describe the 
subsequent actions of the trustees, the 
approval by state governors, the establish 
ment of committees which named other 


committees which finally proposed that 
state legislatures study the matter and ap 
propriate funds. At that point of fund 


request action ceased 

Dr. Hauk described the Board of Con 
trol for Southern Regional Education es 
tablished in the 30's and by 1949 ap 
proved by the legislatures of twelve 
southern states. The participating univer- 
sities select students by their own ad 
mission policies after the home states have 
approved the students. “Each state pays 
at a fixed rate for each student sent to a 
cooperating institution. The flow of stu- 
dents and funds across state lines pro 
ceeds smoothly under the over-all direc 
tion of the Board of Control.’’ The think 
ing of the Board of Control is expressed 
in a memo: “No one institution or state 
can hope to supply all the ingredients for 
every graduate program needed, either by 
the state or by the region as a whole
